For his services 
before Sebastopool he was decorated by she 
Sultan of Turkey with the decoration of the 
fifth-class of the Order of the Medjidie, Ho 
also served in the China war in 1857 and 
was placed on the retired list of the British 
navy in 1878, with the rank of Admiral, 
In 1867 he was appointed Governor 
and Constable of Windsor Castle. In 1866 
Prince Victor, who had formerly been 
known a# Count Gleichen, resumed the 
name of Hohenlohe-Langenburg. He mar- 
ried in 186) Lady Laura, sister of the fifth 
Marquis of Hercford. In 1887 the Queen 
appointed him o Knight Grand Cross of 
the Most Honorable Order of the Bath. Ha 
was tho second brother of Prince Hermann 
Ernest Francis Bernard, the present head 
of the Hohenlohe-Langenburg branch of the 
Hohenlolic family and son of the late Er- 
nest and therefore nephew of the Queen. 

In common with many members of the 
Royal Family the Prince posseased a keen 
taste for the arts and has exhibited statues 
at the Royal Academy in London and other 
exhibitions of sculpture since 1867, Among 
his numerous works are a fine marble 
group of “The Deluge,” an ideal figure for 
his mother's grave at Baden; a monumental 
figure of his father-in-law, — Sir 
George Seymour; an effigy of the late King 
of Hanover in’ St, George's Chapel, 
and the colossal statue of Alfred the Great, 
crected at Wautnge, his reputed birthplace. 
Besides these he has executed busts almost 
Without a number, including all the mem- 
bers of the royalfamily. Count Gleichen’s 
work is always gracsful and pleasing, and 
meny of his potraits are remarkably suc- 
esstal,

I wonder not that 
the most frequent name in all lands 
and in all Chelation conturicn is Mary. 
And there are Marys in palaces and Marys 
in cabins, and though German, and French, 
and Italian, and Spanish, and Inglish pro- 
nounce it differently, thoy are all name- 
ankea of the one whom we find on a bed of 
straw, with her pale face against the soft 
eheok of Christ in the night of the Nativ- 
ity. All the great painters have tried, on 
canvas, to present Mary and her Child and 
the incidents of that most famous night of 
the world’s history. Bepheeh in chreo dif- 
ferent master-pioce ated them, Tin- 
toretto and Ghirlandajo surpassed them- 
solves in the adoration of the Magi, Correg- 
vio needed to do nothing more than his Ma- 
donne to become immortal, The Madonna 
of the Lily, by Leonardo da Vinci, will 
kindle the admiration of all ages, But all 
the galleries of Dresden are forgotten when 
I think of the small room of that gallery 
containing the Sistine Madonna. Yet all 
of them were copies of St. Matthew's Ma- 
donna, and Luke's Madonna, the inspired 
Madonna of the Old Book, which we had 
put into our hands when we were infants, 
and Uhat we hope to have under our heads 
when we die, 

Behold, in the first pret that on the 
firat night of Christ’s life God honored the 
brute creation, You cannot get into that 
Bethlehem barn without going past tho 
camels, the mules, the dogs, the oxen. 
Vhe brutes of that stable heard the first cry 
of the infant Lord. Some of the old 

sinters represent the oxen and camels 

neeling that night before the new-born 
babe. And well might they kneel! Have 
you ever thought that Christ came, among 
other things, to alleviate the sufferings of 
the brute creation ? Was it not appropriate 
that He should, during the firat few days 
and nights of His life on earth, be surround- 
x) by the dumb beasts, whose moae ond 
plaint and bellowing have for nges been a 
prayer to God for the arresting of thoir tor- 
tures and the righting of their wrongs? It 
did not merely ‘‘happen so” that the unin- 
telligent creatures of God should have been 
that night in close neighborhood, 

Not a kennel in all the centuries, not 
a bird’a nest, not a worn-out horse on 
Yow-path, not ao herd freezing in the 
poorly-built cow-pen, not a freight car in 
summer time bringing the beeves to inar- 
ket without water through a thousand 
miles of agony, not a surgeon's room 
witnossing the struggles of fox, or rab- 
bit, or pigeon, or dog, in the horrors of 
vivisection, but has an interest in the 
fact that Christ was born a stable, 
surrounded by brutes, He remembers 
that night, and the prayer He heard in 
their pitiful moan, He will answer in the 
punishment of those who inaltreat the 
dumb brutes, They surely have as much 
right in this world as we heve, In the first 
chapter of Genesis you may see that they 
were placed on the earth before man was, 
the fish and fowl created the fifth day, and 
the quadrupeds the morning of the sixth 
day, and the man not until the afternoon 
of thot day. The whale, the engle, the 
lion, and all the lesser creatures of their 
kind were predecesaors of the human family. 
They have the world by right of possession. 
They have also paid rent for the places 
they occupied. What an army of defense 
allover the land are the faithful watch- 
dogs. And who can tell what the world 
owes to the horse, and camel, and ox, for 
transportation? And robin and lark have, 
by the cantatas with which they have filled 
orchard and forest, more than paid for the 
few grains they had picked up for their 
sustenance. When you abuse any creature 
of God you strike at its Creator, and you 
insult the Christ, who, though He might 
haye been welcomed into life by princes, 
and taken his first infantile slumber amid 
Tyrian plush and canopied couches, and 
rippling waters from royal aqueducts drip- 
ping into basins of ivory and pearl, chose

Whether these are ghosts, spirits from the 
vacsty deen or whether thsy arise from de- 
ordered digestion, too vivid im ginations, 
unlimited credulity, or ualimited supplies 
of potent unearthly spirits, 1 know not ; 
but what I do know is that some of the 
wisest heads upon the planet, aver that se 
far as apparitions fromthe dead are con- 
cerned that they have a supernatural ori- 
gin. Ina recent work, cases are pre- 
sented ofsomething that appeared like 
sp rits of departed friends, in broad day 
light, at noon day, with feature, torm, and 
dress, as in life, and who conversed freely 
to the persons to whom they appeared. At 
any rate the attention of the world is 
aroused as never before, toan examination 
of phenomena, and as these investigations 
are pursued by the highest dignataries of 
the church, and men like Mr. Balfour who 
just now seems the cynosure of all eyes, 
there can be no harm in adding our little 
quota to the facts already recorded.

‘the estates of the aristocracy are in a state 
of siege in seyeral places, and tne owners 
neither can nor dare leave their houses 
The authorities are powerless and fear that, 
through Nihilistic agitation, the movement 
will assume political character, 

Imperial orders, proclamations, etc., will 
not avail when the terrible pains of starva- 
tion commence in earnest’ among the 1 il- 
lions of people who are not inclined to fol- 
‘ow the example of the Kasan peasants and 
lie down calmly to await death. 

The interior departinent has, during the 
past week, received tlie most alarming 
news from different points in the southern 
districts, where open revolt is threatened. 
The universal question is: ‘How will all 
this misery end?” 

The Czar Wilfully Blind. 


Lonvon, Jan. 7.—Adyices from St. Pe- 
tersburg received here show that the Czar 
is cither wilfully blind as to the situation 
of affairs in his empire or that the true con- 
dition of the peasants has been Kept from 
him, The latest instance of His Majesty's 
opinion on the subject was given at a recent 
review of the Semonoffsky Regiment of the 
Guards. ‘The officers of this regiment, moved 
by the stories of destitution and distress 
which had reached them, started a sub- 
scription, which they intended to devote to 
the relief of the famine sufferers. It was 
necessary for them to get the Czar's sanc 
tion for the distribution of money thus 
raised, and tho colonel of the regiment on 
Tleootanton ot the review) begged thie; Gear 
to give the desired permission. Bofore the 
Colonel could finish his appeal, however, 
ho was inte »ted by the Czar, who angrily 
exclaimed: “There are no starving people 
in my empire. ‘There is only some suf- 
fering duo to a bad harvest. . ‘I'he measures 
taken by the Government will preserve 
them from famine.”

BRITISH AND TOREIGN. 


BURIAL OF THE DEAD KHEDIVE OF 


Complications Which 
England and ¥ 
Mulor's Son Favorable to the Continua: 
ance of the British Regime, 

Carno, Jan. 9.—Tho funeral of the Khe- 
dive took place this afternoon, The route 
of tho procession from the Heloun Palace 
where fe died, to the Abdin Palace, where 
tho ceremony was held, was lined by a 
crowd numbering 200,000 persons. ‘The 
services throughout were of a simple char- 
acter, but though thoy were devoid of all 
oatentation they were very imposing. 

Tho body of the Khodive was enclosed in 
@ plain Arab coffin, Tho remains, guarded 
by an oscort of soldiers and accompanied by 
« few body servants, were talan from the 
Holouan Palace at 11 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and were conveyed by rail to Cairo. 

All the ministers and She membors of the 
household were waiting at the station the 
arrival of the body. When the train 
roachod Cairo the coffin was removed from 
the funeral car and the procession was 
formed slowly, and with many manifesta- 
tions of mourning the cortege proceeded 
to the Abdir: Palace. The coftin was escorted 
by a detachment of military. 
palace the real procession was held to the 
mausoleum. The route was lined with 
British and Egyptian troops. At the head 
of the procession were a number of camels 
loaded with gifts to be distributed amon, 
the populace, Then followed MajocGuneral 
T. Walker, commander-in-chief of the 
British troops in Egypt. After him camo 
a number of men bearing banners, sheikhs, 
dervishes, representatives of the varinus 
logal bodies, the members of the ministry, 
government officials, judges, coptic and 
clergymen, diplomats in full uniform, 
After these came representatives of the 
household and harem, and then followed 
the coffin, which was borne froin the palace 
to the Mausoleum by servants, 

Immediately behind the coffin walked 
bands of paling women, Then came a 
nuinber of carriages conveying the widow 
and the Khedive and the members of the 
harem, 

The rear of the procession was brought 
up by General Grenfell Sirdar of the 
Egyptian army and a regiment of Egyptian 
troops commanded by British officers, 

The utmost order marked the whole 
ceremony upon the arrival of the procession. 
At the mausoleum the Mollahs prayed, 
after which the coffin was placed in tho 
vault, 

Religious services will be held to-night 
and for several nights afterwards, 

Paxis,Jan. 9.—The death of the Khedive 
of Egypt has afforded occasion for the 
French papers to again take up and discuss 
at great length the long-standing Egyptian 
uestion. They all agree in the belief that 

mgland will take advantage of the situa- 

tion to prolong her occupation of the 
country, und all express the fear that the 
new Khedive will prove only a puppet in 
the hands of the British. The Journal des 
Debats demands the BP poe ofa re- 
gency to govern Egypt. The Figaro and the 
Autorite consider that the death of Tewfik 
has given France the occasion to again 
insist upon a definite settlement of the 
Egyptian question, ‘The Gaulois says the 
Porte will concede much to England in 
return fora partial restoration of ‘Turkish 
authority in Egypt. Lord Salisbury, The 
Gaulois adds, will probably try to enlist 
the Sultan on the side of the Dreibund in 
return for some concessions in Egypt upon 
the understanding that Riaz Pasha, who 
was in May last deposed from the Presi- 
dency of the council and the ministerial 
position he then held, again assumes the 
position of President of the Conncil and 
that extended authority be given to 
Moukhtar Pasha, the commissioner of the 
Porte at Cairo. 

Berus, Jan. 8.—The German news- 
papers, in commenting upon the result that 
may be expected to follow the death of the 
Khedive, oxpress apprehension that the 
event will give rise to the renewal of the 
French agitation to securo the withdrawal 
of the British troops from Egypt. The 
popular opinion is that should it again be 
étarted it will prove unsuc fil. 

Cargo, Jun. 8.—Abdas Pusha, the eldest 
son and successor of the Khedive, was in 
Vieuna when the intelligence of the death 
ot his father reached him. Abdas Pasha 
announced his intention of starting imme- 
diately for Cano to assume the duties 
which devolved upon him through his 
father’s death. 

Lonpon, Jan, 9,—The Cabinet yesterday 
considered the new situation in Egypt. 
After the council, Sir Redvers Buller, who 
had been summoned for consultation, 
while descending the Foreign Office steps 
slipped and fell, injuring his arms and 
back, but he was able to return to the War 
Otlice. According to information gleaned 
the Cabinet has decided to treat the ace 
sion of Abbas Pasha as an event not altering 
in any wise the British policy. As Abbas Pasha 
will not attain his majority until July 14, 
the Ministers foresee and probably have 
already been warned that France and Rus- 
sia will incite the Sultan und will support 
his claim as Suzerain to establish a regency. 
Even six months of a regent nominated by 
theSultun might destroy British power in 
Egypt and certainly would lessen 
British prestige. Abbas is credited with 
imbibing English ideas and sympathies 
from his tutor A. J. Butler, who was long 
in the Khedive’s service and who is now a

Greon had said that when he shut his oyos 
that usually in 30 seconds or leas he would 
become so dizzy that ho would fall to the 
ground. Mr. Carscallen drow astop watch 
on him and proceeded totry the experiment. 
Amid a profound silence in the court room 
the judge told Green to step back three 
paces, then walk forward threo paces, stop 
and then close his eyes, The judge moan- 
while left the bench and stood at the top of 
the steps near tho witnoss box looking down 
at the man. 

Every eye in the court was fastened on 
Green as ho came deliberately forward, 
stopped ond shut his eyes, In a» moment 
he changed color, reeled back and, clutch- 
ing the rail of the witness stand, swung 
round and fellina heap on the steps at 
Judge MacMahon’s feet. Instantly all was 
confusion. The scene was too real to doubt 
the genuine character of the man’s atfilic- 
tion, The judge directed the windows to 
be opened.

Hon Oliver Mowat has won another victery 
je the courts, and Canada’s groat coustitu- 
tional lawyer has once more proved his right 
to that designation, The Ontario governmen 
Jaid vlaim to the right ef exercising the pew- 
er of pardonivg persons eondemned for vio- 
lating previncial statutes. The Ottawa gor- 

~ grament denied that the prevince had this 
right and the matter was referred to the 
eeurts, Ghancellor Boyd gave judgment in 
favor of the province and an appeal was tak- 
en by Sir John Thompson to the Ontario cout 
ef appeal, which court hgs upheld the deci- 
sien ef Chancellor Boyd. The decision ja an 
important one, as it adds greatly to the in 
dependence of the Provinces in the adminis 
tratien of its own laws. Hon. Oliver Mowat 
in the great champion of provincial rights 
and the other provinces whose battles he is 
figl.cing as well as eur own, owe him a debt 
of gratitude fer his determined and always 
successful fight against the certralizimg policy

is that a sufficient reason for opposing it?

J. G. Hurley and John Stokes were 
selected as delegates to attend the meet- 
ing of the Central Farmers’ Institute. 

A letier wasread from Prof, Saunders 
of the Ottawa experimental farm, offering 
to lecture before the Institute any time 
during January. Ata _ meeting of the 
directors held after the close of the session 
it was decided to accept this offer anda 
meeting of the Institute will ke held at 
Shannonville, on Jan 27th, when Prof. 
Saunders and others will address the 
farmers. 

Mr. D. W. Beadle spoke on the “grow- 
ing of apples, pears, plums and cherries,” 
to some extent. He saidin part: the 
first thing to consider here is the hardi- 
ness of theirer, then the soil which is 
most suitable for the growing of apoles. 
I prefer a soil pretty strongly abounding 
in lime and welldrained. The apple tree 
feels wind more than a steady’ cold, there- 
fore, select a site somewhat sheltered. A 
slope is a good place but not a valley, as 
there the soil may be too rich and thus 
cause the treeto blossom too early, thus 
leaving it at the mercy of lat: frosts, Trecs 
shoule be plynted 33 feet apa t, giving 
room for sunlight and the free circulation 
of air. Do not, above all things, seed a 
young orchard down fora grain crop, as 
ifthe summer is dry your erchard will 
suffer and possibly die. For this district 
I would advise the planting of the follow- 
ing varieties ; Yellow Transpaient, Dach- 
ess of Oldenburg, Snow apple, Wealthy 
and Peawaukee. 

The market for pears has never been 
satisfied and I advise the cult vation of 
the pear, where it can be grown, aboye al- 
most any other fiu.t, asa tree that will 


produce a couple of barrels of fruit whieh, 


Sells at the rate of 76 cents fur a twelwe 
quart basket, 1s a small mine of wealth. 
For Hastings the Fiemish Beauty, Clapp’s

‘The Economical Management 
horses and horse Stables,’ by Professor 
Grenside, wasa svbject which excited a 
great deal of attention. The prof. stated 
that his idea of economy in horse flesh 
was keeping the animals in the best pos- 
sible condition at the least possible cost. 


Many errors are made in the dieting of 


the horse, and it should be remembered 
that bulk food is essential. Hay is bet- 
ter at alltimes than straw, though the 


feeding of rations composed of two-thirds 
straw and the balance hay is not good 
management. Thehorse is an animal 
which is almost always overfed ; this over- 
works all the organs and hasa_tendsncy 
to weaken. ‘The proper portion to feed 
him is a pound of hay to every hundred 
of his weight during the twenty-f-ur hours. 
It makes no material difference whether 
hay is fed whole or cut, only in the latter 
case waste is obviated. Clover hay is as 
good for the horse as timothy, and the 
fact of a horse becoming sick alter eat- 
ing the former is not from the fact of its 
being clover but from the large quantity 
he has consumed. 

Prof. Linfield was thea called upon for 
an address onthe “Dairy Cow.”

to five pounds of milk andif yon havea 
cow which is not doing so get rd of her at 
once as she not only lessens the profit de- 
dived from the rest of the herd, bit her 
calves will follow her example and be 
meagre milkers.

The Reoord of His Iiness. 


Nothing was publicly known of the Duke's 
illness until Monday, though ho was really 
placed under the doctor's vare previous to 
Thursday, Wednesday oflast week he joined 


a party which shot over Sandringham covers 
as far as Wolferton station. The Duke re- 
mained with the party all day, but at 
luncheon he complained of being cold. At 
the close of the shooting he walked up the 
hill to Sandringham instead of driving with 
the romainderof the party. Inthe evening he 
dined with the company, but retired earlier 
than usual. 

The following day an attempt was made 
to dissuade him from joining the shooting 
party, but he felt that he was equal to the 
exercise. After luncheon, however, he 
was compelled to return home, being ac- 
companied in his walk thither by the 
Princess May and the Duke and Duchess 
of Teck. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the Duke was really ill he appeared at din- 
ner that evening, but again retired early to 
rest. 

On Friday it could no longer be disguised 
that his illness had assumed a serious char- 
acter, He expressed a desire to attend the 
birthday festivities in his honor, but was 
unable to do so. 

On Saturday his symptoms became so 
alarming that Dr. Laking was telegraphed 
for. On Sunday tho servivesof Dr. Broad- 
bent were called in, and the first bulletin as 
to his illness was made public. Even then 
people did not take it seriously. 

Until Wednesday night the official bul- 
lectins issued by the doctors gave no great 
Morning papers con- 
tain resolutions passed by local bodies in 
the provincial towns to participate in the 
public celebration of the Duke's wedding. 
Before these papers were sold off the news- 
stands extras were on the streets containing 
the announcement of the Duke’s death,

His son who was to take the kingdom had 
not yet been born, and Hezekiah’s death 
would have been the death of the nation. 
So he prays for recovery and is told he 
will get well. But he wants some miracu- 
ous sigu to make him sure of it, He has 
the choice of having the shadow on the 
sundial of Ahaz advance or retreat. He 
replied it would not be so wonderful to 
have the sun go down, for it always doos 
go dowmsooner or later. He asks that it 
go backward, In other words, let the day, 
instead of going on toward sundown, turn 
and go toward sunrise. I see-the invalid 
king, bolstered up and wrapped in blankets, 
looking out of the window upon the sun 
dial in the courtyard, While he watches 
the shadow on the dial the shadow begins 
to retreat. Instead of going on toward six 
o'clock in the evening it gocs back toward 
six.o’clock in the morning. The fig poultice 
had been drawing for some time, and, sure 
enough, the boil broke and Hezekiah 
got well. Now I expect you will 
come on with your higher criticism and 
try to explain this away and say it was an 
optical delusion of Hezekiah, and the 
shadow only seemed to go back, or a cloud 
came over and it was uncertain which 
way the shadow did go, and as Hezekiah 
erpected it to go back he took the action 
of his own mind for tho retrograde move- 
ment.

The inc ac 
is certainly very gratifying, but the farmers 
should atill more largely avail themselves 
oftheeducative influenceol these meetings 
The minister of agriculture has secured 
good speakers and practical men to attend 
the meetings of the institutes throughout 
the country thia winter, and it is hoped 
they will result in doubling the member 
ship atleast. In a recent circular the 
minister directs the attention of farmers 
to the following points 

1, It is to your personal advantage to be 
a member of the farmers’ institute, and to 
have every farmer in your township in 
terested. The success or failure of your 
neighboraflects the value of your own 
farm and products. The interests of all 
farmers in any locality are inseparable. 

2. Arrange all business engagements 
and your work athome, so that you and 
your sons and families can attend the

Any one who has ever walked through 
one of the great toy-importing houses in 
N, Y, at holiday tine, and perhaps won- 
dered at the taste and ingennity displayed 
by the French workmen in devising 
many of the most beautiful playthings, 
would hardly imagine that waste and 
refuse materials, very odd ones too 
sometimes, are largely ased in the Paris- 
ian toy industry, Elegantly dreased 
dolls, tricked out in all the reflmements 
of the latest fashion, and which fetch 
incredible prices on this side of the At- 
lantic, are frequently costumed trom the 
cast-off stage clothes of actresses in the 
heatres, purchased for a mere song, OF 
rom the useless garments remaining ts 
sheatrical wardrooes after a play has haa 
slongran. The coverings of old purses 
snd pocketbooks fished out of the gut- 
vers by sharp-eyed ragpickers, farnish

AVACCINE VIRUS VICTIM. 


Franoes Aston's Life for Six Years Was 
a Continvous Agony wid Death > 
Was Welcome to Her. 

New York, Jan, 19.—In the cosy little 
uwrlor of the old-fashioned frame house No. 
24 Eckford-street, Greenpoint, last night 
lay an icebox covered with a simple white 
pall. Within reposed the wasted body of 
4 young girl, whoso pinched face and spare 
arms indicated the terrible sickness through 
which she had passed, 

It was vaccination that not only caused 
Frances Aston’s death but cavted her six 
years of indescribable pain, The vaccine, 
which was used with the greatest 
cart by the family physician, Dr. CG. A. 
Walters of No. 111 Milton-street, Green- 
point, developed a disease that bafiled the 
skill of no less an authority than Dr. 
Janeway of Bellevue Hospital and a score 
of other famous medical men who came to 
view and study the case. Additional inter- 
est comes from tho fact that the family has 
from time immemorial been opposed to the 
practice of vaccination, and only peaiiced 
iton their daughter because they were 
anxivus to keep her at school, and the 
authorities had issued an order compelling 
all pupils to be vaccinated. 

The dead girl’s father is William Aston, 
a tool-maker, and one of the most esteemed 
residents of Greenpoint. Dr, Walters vac- 
cinated Frances and her sister Edna in De- 
comber, 1885. They returned to school, 
and five days later Frances complained of 
pain in her left side. The pain grew worse 
and two days later she became paralyzed. 
She was unable to move her limbs without 
suffering torture, and whenever she was 
touched she screamed with pain, Dr. 
Walters was puzzled and called in other 

hysicians for consultation, An abscess 
‘ormed justover the girl’s left knee, and 

the pain became so intense that she was un- 
able to lie in bed or stand erect. 

As time passed the pain became worse 
than before, and the shrieks of the girl con- 
tinued sometimes for hours, 


Every effort was made by the phys’ 8 || 


to reliove her sufferings, but without avail. 
No amount of narcotics would ease her tor- 
ment, Her screams would sometimes be 
heard a block away from her home. From 
August, 1889, she was a helpless cripple. 

A week ago her limbs became rigid and 
she felt her end was near. To hor mother, 
three days ago, the unfortunate girl said: 
“Mamma, I feel that I will soon be relieved 
of my agony,” She died late on Friday 
night. ‘ 

Dr. Walters, who is opposed to vaccina 
tion, has furnished Mr. NES with a state- 
ment that on the day that he vaccinated 
Frances and her sister he vaccinated 10 
other children, upon some of whom the vac- 
cine virus produced serious results, Dr. 
Waltora attributes Frances’ illness and suf- 
forings to the vaccine

Burdet!, Q. C, M. P., for several weeks, 
settled into a somby pairaviow of sorrow 
and tears- at 980 this Aernoon when 
the life that has t.cu ebbing slowly away 
for so many weary days wert out, 
and the heart that has threbped 
so passionately with love and devotion 
was still, There was a hush in the voice 
of busy life when it was known that S. B, 
Burdeit was dead, Though the nature 
of his illness, and the exhausted condi- 
tiou of his system placed his recovery 
quite beyond the glimmer of a hope, 
still there was & sense of deprivation and 
an expression of deep regret when the 
tidings of death reached the people. Poli 
tical or professional feeling had no place 
in the hearts of those who had known hit 
long and familiarly when the king o| 
terrors came with the summons all must 
obey. Every man who spoke about the 
dead lawyer and politician remembered 
only his genial nature, his kindness of 
heart, and the honest _convictions that 
governed his public actions, They were 
unanimous in their tribute of praise for the 
example of aggressive manhood and tire- 
less energy that so prominenily distinguish 
ed h slife work in our midst Aid by 
no adventitious circumstance of fortune 
or favor, he had, by the force ofhis char- 
acter and abilities won a high place in the 
ranks of representative Canadians. 


| Biography of Decensed. 


Samvel Barton Burdett was born on 


| the shores of the Bay of Quinte in 18438, 
| His parents were Matthew Steele » Bur- 


dett and Sarah Dingman, both descend- 
ents of the loyalist pioneers who made the 
first settlement in this section of our 
country. His early education was obtain- 
ed from the meagre facilities furnished by 
the immature school system of forty years 
ago, Naturally studious and intellectual 
he made the most of his chances, and 
when scarcely old enough to exercise 
proper authority he entered upon the 
profession of teaching, ‘This was not the 
sbiect of his ambition, however, and after 
a few years experience inthe school room 
he came to Belleville and?began the study 
of law. His classica! and preliminary law 


i studies were completed at Albert College 


he was articled asa student 
at law, Completnog alt his stud- 
ies with distinguishing merit, he 
began the practice of b's profession in 
Belleville in 1867. For nearly a quarter 
ofacentury he continued to practice 
successfully, and for several years was 
recognized as the leading lawyer of th’s 
cit Urged to take an active part in 
civic affairs he consented, and ws 1 use~ 
ful member of the city counel for thice 
years, being chairman of the finance 
committee in 1874. When the Belleville 
and North Hastingsrailway was promoted 
Mr. Burdett was found working for the 
success of the project. In educational 
matters he always took a deep interest, 
and Albert college owes much to his 
valuable support. He took the full course 
in the faculty of lawin that college, pas- 
sed the final examination for L. L, B., in 
1872, and completing the exercises and 
thesis for L. L. D,, in 1879, Subsequently 
he became Dean of the Faculty of Law, 
and examiner and lecturer in commercial 
law, in the same institution, He was ap- 
point-d to the senate of the Albert college 
:p 1870, and was made one of the regents 
of Victoria University in 1883. For many 
years he represented Albert college in the 
senate of the University of Toronto thus 
being at the same time a member of the 
senates of three Universities, 

Bred in the Methouist faith Mr. Bur- 
dett was always a generous supporter of 
the church of his parent's love_cand by 
many unostentatious 2cts.auf-a che wok 
of pastors and people, In“ 1870 he was 
married to Fryphena daughter of D. D. 
and Sophia Wright of Hamilton. His

- wife, who is so well known and wiuch be- 


loved by many here, died several years 
ago. Her death made such a shadow 
over the home she adorned that the lapse 
of time could not scatter the 
gloom and bring backthe sunshine. 
One child, Miss Mabel Burdett, was the 
result of this marriage, who survives as 
an orphanindeed. Inthis hour of her 
loneliness and sorrew, the heart-felt sym- 
pathy of thousands is offered in tears, and 
the sincere prayers of many will go up to 
the throne of yrace for divine compassion 
and guidance. She will have muck to 
reconcile her t> the will of an all-wise 
Providence, and to keep green the mem- 
ories of her dead parenis. 

The popularity and ability of Mr.§Burdett 
recommended him to the leaders of the 
Reform party in this section as an eligible 
candidate for parliamentary honors, but 
not until the general election of 1887 could 
he be induced to offer himself in that 
capacity. Then ke boldly entered the con- 
testin East Hasting against John White, 
and in the face of formidable obstacles, 
aggravated by great debility, he wona 
brilliant and unexpected victory, defeat- 
ing his opponent by a substantial major- 
ity. His valuable services as a member 
of parliament, and his able exposition fof 
such political principles as he and the 
party litiepresented advocated, soon gave 
him a Promfhent place in the councils of 
the Dominion, But perhaps it is not 
generally known that in the very 
midst of his arduous public duties he was 


, Suffeping with the disease thit ultimately 


closed his life. ‘The will power ana tenacity 
of purpose that supported him through these 
years of toil and anxiety cannot be easily es- 
timated. Few other men could have done 
what he did, under similar trying cireum- 
stances. Again in 1891, when his strength 
was nearly exhausted, and his voice could 
carcely reach his audience he battled for 
his priociples with rare tact and ability, and 
won another victory for the Reform cause ia 
Kast Hastings, with Mr W. B, Northrap as 
his opponent, ‘The one session of the parli- 
ment, which he served at Ottawa, was 
marked by his usual agressiveness and ability 
but declining health greatly interfered with

Association his services have been invaluable 
andas a public spirited, gemcrous hearted

Not Transhipped at London, 


In accordance with the wish that no pub- 
lic or military procession be held in London 
tne railway officials made arrangements to 
convey the body to Windsor without tran- 
shipping itat London. Thia was done by‘ 
means of a branch line connecting the Great 
Eastern and Southwestern Railways 
in the outskirts of the city, and con- 
sequently the people of London 
were afforded no opportunity, 
they at first expected to have been, of 
showing their renner for the Royal Family 
and their.sympathy in their bereavement 
by marching in procession behind the body 
of the Duke. 

At Windsor Station, 


The Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of 
Connaught, Prince Christian, 
Teck with two of his sons and many foreign 
representatives assembled at Windsor 
Station and were in waiting when the 
Royal train arrived, 

At 3.30 the train bearing the remains 
cameinto the station. On it were the 
Prince and Princess of Wales. 

Anothor train which followed immediate- 
ly after the funeral train conveyed the mem- 
bers of the Prince of Wales’ - household at 
Sandringham. 

The Prince of Wales wore the uniform of 
colonel of the 10th Hussars and Prince 
George was attired in his naval uniform. 

The Lord Chamberlain reveived the mem- 
bers of the Royal Family as they alighted 
from the carriage and they stood talking 
together until the coffin was removed from 
the funeral car. 


From His Sorrowing Grandmother. 


The coffin was taken on the shoulders of 
men from the 10th Hussars, It was en- 
wrapped in a silken Union Jack and on it 
was a Single splendid wreath which had 
been sent by the Queen. A silken ribbon 
was attached to the wreath on which were 
the words; 

A mark of the tenderest affection and love 
from your devoted, loving and sorrowing 
grandniothor, 

As the detachment of soldiers bearing the 
coffin walked slowly along the platform a 
signal was given to a patty of the Life 
Guards on the round tower of the castle and 
immediately the boom of minute guns 
could be heard. At the same time the 
roll of the drum from the massed bands 
swelled out upon the air and the procession 
began to move. 4 

‘ne Life Guards had the right of the line 
and were followed by the bands, which 
played Chopin's and Beethoven's funeral 
marches alternately, A detachment of the 
10th Hussars and of the Horse Artillery 
iminediately preceded the gun carriage

iTHE CITY'S OPPORTUNITY 

TO RETAIN 1G BAY OF QUINTE BX-} 
HIBITION IN BELLEVILLE 

The Exhibition Will be Hold Some Place 


Boliovillo Can Havoit ifbhe Doos 
Duty in Tho Mattor, Will She doitt 


The question of holding a fair this year 
was discussed at length yesterday after: ' 
noon at the annual meeting of the Bay of 
Quinte District Agricultural Society. 

Ald. Ponton president ofthe association 
regretted that the attendance had nob 
been larger than it was in view of the 
fact that the exhibition was now at the 
most critical time since its inception, 
The fact that no show was held last year 
no doubt had a good deal to do with the 
apathy, but that was no fault of the direc- 
tors. The management were unable to get 
the groundsata figure whicn they consider- 
edreasonable and when the rent was finall 
reduced the lands had been assessed Asal 
taxed by the city, The City Gouncil was 
petitioned to reduce the taxes but that 
body did not see its way clear to grant 
the prayer of the petition, John Johnston 
the energetic treasurer and some of the 
divectors made apersonal canvas and got 
$500 subscribed.* None of this amount, 
however. bad been paid in, He made this 
explanation as it had been stated in a local 
paper thatall such money should have been 
refunded. He thought thata good show 
might haye been held last year in view of 
the Military Canp being stationed in 
Belleville and other advantages which 
would have gonea good way towards the 
success of the exhibition. The directors 
had not given up hope,however.They had 
got used to discouragement. There were 
many who still had faith in the show and 
it was to be regretted if the institus 
tion should be allowed to die. The life of 
the show would largely depend on the 
citizens’ willingness to buy the land which 
would shortly be put up by the mortgagees, 
There was now against the property be- 
tween $8,00. and $9,000 but he believed 
it could be bought for half that 
amount, If it was not bought for the pur- 
pose to which it is now devoted, the mort 
gagees would. find it difficult to sel! it at 
any price in view of the real estat2 mar- 
ket in Belleville, 

When Treasurer John Johnston had 
read lis annual report published in yes~ 
terday’s ONYARIO, W.Smeaton objected 
to the payment of any monies to the Hor- 
ticultural society which had now 4 surplus 
of $400 while the parent show was in 
financial straits. Uedid not think they 
should ask for it and he thought if proper 
representations were made to thein they 
would not press their claim, He did not 
think the Horticultural society had any 
desire to cripple the interests of Belleville. 

President Ponton was in harmony with 
the remarks of the previous speaker, The 
Horticultural society was in a healthy 
condition largely through the success of 
the Bay of Quinte show. 

Mr. Reid, vice-president of the Horti- 
cultural society was present and assured 
the mecting that he would do that he 
could personally to straighten out any 
difficu'ty which had arisen between the 
two societies. 

Ald. Ponton referred to the success o 
the Ameliasburg show last year which wis 
no doubt largely due to te 
fact that no show was held in Belleville. 
If the exhibition was not held in Belle- 
ville it should certainly be held some place 
in West Hastin; It behooves the peo- 
le interested in having the show in 
Selleville to do all they could to keep it 
here. Ifit was once taken away it would 
not be easy to get ic back again. If the 
show was again placed on a good footing 
it would kill any effort to establish a 
township fair, which, if ran in opposi- 
tion, would detiact interestfrom the larger 
one. 

The clause in reference to the horticui- 
tural grant was struck out. 

A resolution was passed in harmony 
with motions made by similiar assocta- 
tions asking the government to increase 
the yearly grant to $1,000, A copy will 
be sent to the general secretary and to 
W.H, Biggar, M. P. P. ‘The latter 
gentleman will be asked todo all in his 
power to further the interests of the Bay 
of Quinte show. 

Mr. Smeaton asked if the scciety in its 


t 


present position had any hope of 
buying the property, If not a joinc 
stock company should be formed 


Secretary Mallory said that if the show 
was on a good basis he believed the city 
council would n ake a yearly grant, 

James Farley in a spirited speech 

strongly urged that the question of hold- 
ing a fair this year be taken up. If it was 
not possible to hold the show in Belle- 
ville he would like to know it when there 
would be time to arrange for an exhibition 
at come other point in the riding. He 
would doall he could to have the fair 
held in Belleville, but if the cltizeus did 
not tike hold of it he would not see it die 
and the government grant lost Frank- 
ford was now organizing a township fair 
and had already a membership of 70 or 80. 

This seemed to be the general feeling of 
the meeting. If Belleville wants the 
show held here another year she will have 
to speak for it.

Biggar, M. P.P., were appointel a com- ; 


mittee to confer vith the directors of the 
Hor.icultural Society and try toobtain an 
amicable arrangement of the differe nce s 
between the two societies. 


WHST HASTINGS FARM BRS 


They Should at Once Organize a Farmors 
Institu o 

The question of organizing a Farmers’ 
Institute in west Hastings is arousing a 
00d deal of interest on the part of the 
farmers of this riding. The fact that the 
farmers institute in west Hastings was not 
a success some years ago has had the 
effect of dampening the ardor of the men 
who had the matter in hand at that time. 
When the west Hastings institute was or- 
ganized it was a new thing in Ontario but | 
since that time their advantages to the 
farming community have been brought out 
which has had the result of increasing the 
interest of the farmers in west Hastings. 
‘The work of again organizing the institute 
would be very slight, while the cost is 
nothing. All thatis required, is that some 
representative farmer secure fifty members 
who will only be asked to contribute 
twenty-five cents or as much more as they 
desire. The governmen grants $25 to 
each institute and the county also gives 

25, each year. These institutes are of | 
the greatest value to the farmers and they 
are negilgent of their own interests if they 
do not take hold of the matt The first 
meeting could be held in the City Hall at 
Bel'evijle, and the other at some point in 
Sidney. All the law requires is that each 
institute holds two meetings at different 
points in the riding each year, yet there 
would be no harm ofeven more meetings 
were held,

to His Discase 
The ruthless hand of Death is still buay 


in our midst, and nearly every day sees 
one or more of his victims laid

The 
latest victim is one of Belleville's best 
known and most respected citizens, John 
Brenton, who died last night at 9:16 
oolock, he deceased had been ill for 
some five weeks, being attacked first with 
the prevalent influenza, which turned to 
plurisy and finally developed ints pneu- 
monia, Although it has been known for 
some days that his case was hopeless, yet 
the news of his death” was a painful 
skock to {the community.

He 
after engaged inthe grocery trade aad 
afterwards in the tannery business, Some 
years ago he retired from active business. 
He was inspector ut the Belleville post 
office, of the light houseand of the Bridge 
St. Methodist church while they were 
being erected. The deceased was a 
consistent Conservative in politics and 
twioe served with acceptance at the coun- 
cil board of the city. He was one of 
the most prominent and active mem- 
bers of Bridge St. Methodist church, 
and has for many years been a_ trustee, 
a class leaderand a worker gin the Sun- 
day school. He was a most faithful 
attendent at all the means of grace, and 
no small measure of the success of this 
church is due to his wise councils and 
faithful labors, He was one of the 
princes of Israel, a man and a christian of 
whose character and work it would be 
impossible to speak too highly, Hewas 
every man’s friend and no man's enemy, 
a man beloved by everybody. His judg- 
ment was sound, he was firmand deter- 
mined in his convictions, yet moderate in 
their adyocacy, and when once conyinced 
that he wason the right road nothing 
could swerye him from it bya _hairs- 
breadth, Yeb with alhe wasgentleandcharit~ 
able to all, and his heart overflowed with + 
love and good will to all mankind, which 
with him was nota mere sentiment, but 
found visible expression in all his actions.

bods, all occupied by patients, many of 
whom were perfectly helpless. When they 
became aware of thoir peril their fright was 
awful. hoy became frantic in their efforts 
to reach places of safety, 

Where the dining room and kitchen were 
the building was gutted, 
departments on the third 
were the sleeping apartments of the pa- 
tients. When the fire was discovered every 
moans of excape was cut off and many per. 
ished. 

Rooms on the third and fourth floors of 
the main building and nearest the alley 
were the scenes of tho greatest fatalities. 
Tn one room were two women, both of whom 
perished. 

The entiro rear half of the inside of the 
Georgia-strect portion of the building fell 
in The debrix completely filled the first 
story, and when the fireinen began their 
search for the dead bodies they were obliged 
to commence work on a level with the sec- 
ond floor. It will be several days before 
they can hope to reach the bottom, 


Twenty Killed, 


Seventeen bodies were found in the 
wreck, and three victims died yesterday, mak-

fhe injured number 21, of whom four 
will die. 


Five bodios wore taken out this morning. 
They were roasted alive, the skin having 
peoled off from the bodies, In some in- 
stances their faces were burned off, The:

identified. 

This afternoon the ashes and cinders were 
washed from thw dead,and hundreds viewed 
the blackened remains. 

Awtul Scenes, 

The scenes attending the conflagration 
beggar description. Just as the tlerace 
ment arrived on the scene a woman ap- 
peared at a third story window. The 
Haines within made a friglitful background 
and her form stood ont in bold relief. She 
wrung her hands and screamed for hel 
while the smoke rolled up in angry blac 
wreaths about her. 

Chief Webster at once realized her criti- 
cal condition and shouted at the top of his 
voice: 

“Held on; hold on; don't jump. For God's 
sake don't jump. We'll get you out jn a 
moment,” 
~ A savage roar of the flames and a creak- 
ing, crashing sound was the cnly reply that 
came back to him, and scarcely had the 
words of appeal left his lips when the

Mother and Child, 
At s window on the upper floor a panic- 


stricken mother was seen struggling 
in an effort to throw open the 
window.

She clutched at the windowcasing and fin- 
ally succeeded after frantic efforts in reach- 
ing the uir and received relief from the stif- 
ling smoke and death-dealing flames within. 

No ladders were at hand and her pitiful 


appeal went unheeded. Her face 
was deathly pale and her form

Realizing finally that the end was at 
hand, she clasped the babe to her breast, 
tossed the precious load ont of the window 
and gave her life to the flames within.

This disparity was still greater 
last year forthe Americans raised much 
more barley Jast year than ever before, 
undoubtedly much more than they pro- 
duced the year before, plus the amount 
they imported ; while Oanada exported 
much less. It would besafe to say that 
the Americans produced at least filteen or 
twenty times as much barley in 1891 as 
Canada exported. When, then,  nyone, 
asserts that our exports regulate the price 
of barley in the States, the ratio of the 
two being about as 1 to 15, he must have } 
bidden farewell to his senses. | 

Our local contemporary also recently 
referred to this question. It ignored the 
great fact that the farmers of Canada are 
getting 25 to35 cents a bushel less for 
barley than are those in the States, but 
quoted from an American paper to show 
that some American brewers have heen 
obliged to shut down because} they could 
not obtain Canadian barley at prices that 
would enable them profitably to continue 
business. In what way that fact, if fact it 
be, disproves the contention that the duty 
entails a greatloss on our farmers our 
contemporary does not vouchsafe to say: 
However it must have given the statement 
it quored a very cursory glance,or it would 
have seen the necessary inference to bs 
drawn from it—an inference that fully 
substantiates our contention, and quite 
knocks the bottom out cf the Tory posi 
tion. The interence is that the duty on 
our barley is therefore almost prohibitory, 
and that but little Canadian barley was 
exported to the states, This is just what 
the Liberals have always said would be the 
effect of the duty. In 1890 over nine 
millions of bushels of barley were sent 
from Canada to the States. Last 
would be safe to say not one that 
amount was sent there. Now, making 
die allowance for the fact that nuch more 
was exported to Great Britain last year 
than in 1899, when only 27,000 bushels 
were sent there, let our farmer readers 
sit down and calculate the amount this 
province—for Ontario exported nearly all 
the barley that was sent from Canada 
has 1 st on this one product in consequ 
ence of the duty. 

Here is the great fact to be remembered. 
Barley in loronto is selling at from 43 to 
to52cents. In Buffalo it is selling at 
from 80 to 90 cents. As the amount of 
barley in Canada available for export is 
probably not five per cent cf the amount 
in sight in the States, the price there ean 
not be regulated by Canadian stock. The 
only inference, therefore, that is consiat 
ent with common sense, is that the price 
paid for barley in Canada is less by the 
amount of the duty than it would be were 
that duty removed.

Influenza gland, 

Loxpox, Jan. 25.—G. W. Smalley cables: 
A respectable conference of doctors has at 
last mustered courage to express to the Eng- 
lish public their belief that influenza is a 
dangerously infectious disease, The organs 
of public opinion, not entirely satisfied 
with this declaration, are clamoring for an 
official inquiry into the disease and the 
remedy for it. Meantime the epidemic is 
steadily spreading. ‘The death rate in- 
creases througlout the country, in some 
cases 30 per cent. The only thing doctors 
agree upon is that no general rule can be 
framed, whether for prevention or cure, I 
know of one physician who has treated 
1300 cases and lost none. That is probably 
I know ofan eminent surgeon 
who fumigates his house with vapor of car- 
bolic.acid, given off from an apparatus in 
the Nall. Iknow of another equally emi- 
nent who scoffs at precautions, I know of 
a third who says that half the deaths that 
have occurred would have been prevented 
had the doctors given the «discase some 
name less trivial and more formidable than 
influenza, There is, perhups, one other 
point on which the whole faculty agree; 
that every one should go to bed and send 
fora doctor, Yet never was the medical 
profession so overworked, and nurses are 
At a premium.

BOLD TRAIN ROBBERY. 


LaMar, Mo., Jan. 
robbed the express car of the Missouri 
Pacitic train which reaches here at 12.30 
a.m. The men held up the occupants of 
the car, keeping them covered with re- 
volyers while the train traveled the 10 
miles between Sheldon and Lamar. 

Yort Scorr, Kas., Jan. 23.—Soon after 
the robbery at Lamar a despatch was re- 
ceived here to watch for the two robbers, 
stating that they had left on a freight train 
for this place, Policeman B, M. Lemore 
saw the men get off the train, which arrived 
at 7 o'clock, und ko halted them. One of 
the men shot him dead and both then 
escaped. A few minutes later thoy were 
seen to get into a box car on an outgoing 
north-bound freight and Detectives Chester 
and Mapes started on a passenger tregn in 
pursuit, overtaking them at Pleasantpn, 24 
miles north of here. One of the men was 
shot and killed and the other badly wound- 
ed. The wounded tan says he is Charles 
Myers of Kansas City, The name of the 
dead man is not known. 


FATAL FIRE. 


Five Men Perish in an Electric Light 
Station. 

Bosroy, Mass., Jan. 25.—The Ferdinand- 
street station of the Boston Electric Light 
Co, was barned at 3, 400'clock Saturday morn- 
g,involving a loss of upwarda of $200,000, 
The building was filled with the most ap- 
proved and costly electric light machinery, 
all of which is a total loss, the engine 
room being the only portion witich was not 
totally destroyed.

AS SEEN FROM OUrSIDH 


An Bstimate of the Ability and Sucecss 
of Dr Piatt 


The Ottawa Free Press of recent date 
says :—An active election campaign is in 
progress in Prince Edward county, the 
cagdidates being Dr. J. M. Platt, Liberal, 
and Mr. A.C. Miller, Conservative. The 
Liberals are working hard to redeem the 
county, while the ministerialists are fight- 
ing hard to hold their ground and keep 
Dr, Platt out of parliament. The doctor 
is an able and experienced debater. He 
represented Prince Edward in parliament 
from 1882 until the last general election 
with credit to himself and his constituents. 
He took an active part in the discussion 
of all the great public questions, and ably 
advocated the rights and interests of the 
farmers. Dr, Platt was the first member 
of the House of Commons to give notice 
of a resolution in favor of unlimited com- 
mercial reciprocity between Canada and 
the United States. At the general elec- 
tion in March last the Prince Edward L:b- 
erals were over confident and Dr. Platt 
was defeated by thirty-nine votes. But 
when a petition was entered against Mr. 
Miller's return that gentleman threw up 
the sponge rather than submit to a judic- 
ial ex posure of the methods by which his 
majority had been secured, As before 
stated, Dr, Platt cut a good figure in par- 
liament, being highly respected and 
admired by friends and opponents, while 
Mr. Miller has shown himself wholly untit 
for the duties of a legislator, and without 
ability to be more than a mere back beach 
votirg machine. Prince Edward should 
return Dr, Platt by a large majority.
